to the gentle Reader, | 


2 -Oraſmuch as in the olde Teſta- 
ment bee contayned ſundrie 
dreames expounded by that god- 

ly man Ieſenb, vnto Nabuchodimos 
Lor, and many the like vitered by 
the Prophets: Vpon which: oecaſion .I have 
thought good, to put in print this briefe Treas 
tiſe of the expounding of ſundrie Dreames, 
written in a moſt ancient booke , and fathered 
(as it ſhould ſeeme) vpon that godly man leſeph: 
but whether the ſame be ſo or no, it is not my 
intent now to ſtand thereupon; yet both for 
the anciencie and briefeneſſe thereof, [ was the 
rather moued to ſet the ſame forth, vnto ſuch 
as haue pleaſure and delight in the like mats 
ters: whereby to conceme and vnderſtand 
what willing mindes and forwardneſſe was in 


times paſt in the ancient writers, that ſo renued 


from time to time, all good Monuments, vnto 
A 2 our 
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dur great comfort at this day: and alchough this 
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(among their works ) may ſeeme of ſome, to 
eſerue ſmall commendation, yet the ſame 


not altogether to be contemned, although 


tkheſe doe ſeldome happen true. And yet the 
often practiſe of them, doth cauſe men ſomes 
times to finde 2 certaine trueth in them. And 


to bee ſhort, I wiſh no man to giue further 


credite vnto them, then trueth will leade 
the ſame, And that theſe alſo may lightlier be 
conceiued, and longer kept in memorie, with 
ſuch willing heads as be delighted in the like; 
I therefore minde to entreate of theſe in a- 
molt briefe maner, the rather to encourage

Thirdly, why the ſimilitudes of things, bs og 
ſometimes repꝛeſented, and ſcene in the ſiepe 
as bꝛoken, and ſometimes de fozmed: And the 
reaſon of this is, that when the bote vapours þ;
